While the Moo res 
helped to build a school, 
teach clas.ses and give medi¬ 
cal aid for this .iungle tribe, 
the Indians reciproc a t e d 
through gifts that renresent 
their wav of life. 

One of the display cases 
has been devoted to women’s 
items which include the onl.v 
Shipibo doll, a shawl three 
skirts, decorative combs, ank¬ 
lets .and other adornments.

Shipibos. Here examples of 
bows and arrows for small 
game, a war club which is 
no longer used, a utility 
knife and many deccrative 
bracelets worn by the men 
on special occasions are dis¬ 
played.

For Gasoline 
Useage In Nov. 

A new record for Novem¬ 
ber RasolLne usage was set 
by California motor i s t s, 
George R. Reilly, chairman, 
State Board of Equalization, 
has announced. 

Reilly said that almost 
934 million gallons were dis¬ 
tributed during Noven'bor — 
G.4 per cent more than in 
November 1976 a,nd 12 7 per 
cent more than in November 
1975, but lower by OS per 
cent than during the pre¬ 
ceding month of October. 

Gasoline distribution data 
show taxable sales by distri¬ 
butors to retail out lets, 
brokers, and certain other 
distributors. Refiners, im¬ 
porters, and wholesale distri¬ 
butors pay 7-cents-pcr-gal- 
lon tax on their distribu¬ 
tions to retailers. The State- 
Board of Equalization ad- 
ministert that tax. 

Reilly said that Novem¬ 
ber revenue from that tax 
was $65.35 million, $3.9 mil¬ 
lion preater than in -Novem¬ 
ber i'976, but $450,000 lower 
tha,n October receipts.

The People Must Know

Governor Jerry Brown’s “State of the State” speech 
concerning action on property tax reform was Incredible. 
It proposed no reform, it offered no property tax relief, it 
was a tired old rehash . . . couohed In political double 
talk. It reminded me of a singer trying to sing a song 
in which he did not know the words. 

The response of most legislators, both Republican and 
Democrat was critical of what the Governor said. I thought 
it was a Halloween treatise on “trick or treat.” There was 
one clue, for this Brown si)eec'h, ond that was in hjs re¬ 
ference to “outer space.” lie wants California to promote 
the outer space program which the national government 
has been doing for years. I guess Governor Brown wa.^ 
speaking to us from outer space which is a great dis¬ 
tance from reality. 

The Governor said he wanted to give the property 
owners and renters a $1 billion property tax cmt, and 
when you spread this over the California population, prop¬ 
erty owners and renters, it amounts to about the price 
of a good dinner for two. 

The Governor failed to tell us that his .so called 
property tax reduction could be wiped out in any single 
year by market value raises on property by asses.sors. 
He also wants a “split roll” property tax system, which 
will immediately raise all the prices consumers will have 
to pay for anything and everything they buy in Call 
fornia. 

The calling of a special session, during the regular 
ses.sion of the legislature is simply to pa.ss a tax raise 
bill, a bit quicker. If the legislature pas-ses any tax bill 
at all, I predict it will he a tax raise bill, not a tax re¬ 
duction bill. 

Proof of tlie legislative hypocraty on any tax reduction 
or reform, will ap{x»ar on the June 6 ballot. This will 
be a new state bond issue for $350,000,000. They hope to 
con the vxiters into voting for. Out of one side of the 
poltical mouth we hear "lower taxes” while at the same 
time from the other side of the same mouth we hear "higher 
taxes.” The .short memory of the American voters is what 
keeps politicians in office. Quote President Carter: “Our 
tax s>-stem is a national tfisgraced”

The 80,000 member California State Employees' As 
sex-iation has asked for 1978-79 pay increases averaging 
12.5 jHT cent witli lower-paid clerical employees receiving 
$175 per month increa.ses and no ranployee receiving less 
than a 10 per cent pay increa.se.

.salary recommendations to “establish a solid foundation 
billion, the as.snciation urged the state to fully fund its 
for future adjustments when we l>egin negotiating directly 
with the governor on .salary is.sues.”

Schabarum .said Brown was playing “an election year 
shell game” with the people in pledging proi>erty tax re¬ 
lief when all he is reaily doing is calling on .state legis¬ 
lators to give him a bill. 

Brown said he wanted on his desk before the end ol 
January a $1 billion ta.\ relief package that winild bene¬ 
fit homeowners and renters. 

"He jrretends the need for property tax relief is some¬ 
thing brand new,” said Schabarum.
